Makes Record Purchase 
Of Sweden's New Stamp 





The following information was 
ived by the American Swed- 
ish News Exchange, Inc., via RCA 
their Stockholm Bureau on 
May 5th.

Stockholm, May 5—(By wire- 
less to ASNE)—The largest order 
ever placed with Swedish postal 
authorities by an individual, was 
filled here on Monday when Swe- 
den’s new 20-kronor (about $5 
at par’ stamp was issued. An 
American dealer sent an order 
for 32,000 kronnr (about $8,000) 
worth of stamps. A total of 3,000 
first day covers were also order- 
ed by philatelists. 

(The new stamp was necessita- 
ted, according to Swedish Postal 
authorities, because of the in- 
creased use of the trans-Atlantic 
airmail, Within recent months a 
number of packages requiring as 
much as 4,000 kroner (about $1,- 
000) in postage, have been mail- 
ed to the United States from 
Sweden. The highest value stamp 
previously issued by Sweden was 
for 5-kronor, or about $1.25, and 
the packages were literally cov- 

_ ered with sheets of these stamps.

stamp, is Laila Prytz-Wik, wife 
of Wilhelm Wik (correct), a post 
office department official, who 
is himself a painter.

Longest Lived Twentieth 
Century Stamp Superceded 
By New Dominican Issues 





The oldest stamp design cur- 
rent with the dawn of 1942 has 
finally been retired. That stamp 
consisted of a small horizontal 
olive green rectangle with a large 
value numeral in the center and 
in each of four smaller circles, 
a letter “T’’, tied together on a 
lace-like background. These 
stamps were first placed in circu- 
lation in the Dominican Repub- 
lic during 1901 and have ever 
since performed postal duty. 

By virtue of Decree No. 1478 
of January 31, 1942 the Domini- 
can Republic retired these an- 
cient adhesives and substituted a 
new series in the following values 
and colors, of a common design, 
measuring 24mm. x 27mm.—ic,— 


red; 2c.—blue; 4c.—green; 6c.— 
sepia; 8c.—orange; 10c.—red li- 
lac. 


This set is now, and for a lim- 
ited period will be, available 
through the Latin American 
Stamp Section of the Pan Amer- 
ican Union Wash., D. C., at face 
(31c) U. S. Cy., plus return post- 
age. While but 30,000 copies of 
each value have thus far been 
issued, additional printings will 
no doubt be authorized as occa- 
sion may from time to time war- 
rant.

Sudden Death Of Wallfer 
Conrath Shocks Host Of 
American Philatelists 


Supplementing the news of the 
untimely death of Walter Conrath 
of Albion, Pa., publisher of the 
Airpost Journal and the Albion 
News, further information is that 
the accident occurred on U. S. 
Route 20, a few miles west of 
Conneaut, Ohio and near Kings- 
ville. Latest information is that 
the car which was presumably 
going at good speed, swerved 
from the road, sheared off a tele- 
phone pole and after turning over 
several times crashed into a tree. 

Staniey Blair, companion of 
Conrath is reported to be show- 
ing signs of improvement al- 
though in a semi-onscious condi- 
tion. 

According to a clipping sup- 
plied by Daniel J. Kaib and ta- 
ken from the Erie Dispatch-Her- 
ald, Mr. Conrath is survived by 
his wife, the former Grace Peck- 
ham, his mother, Mrs. May M. 
Erhart Conrath, and a_ brother, 
Herman L. Conrath. His father, 
the late George B. Conrath, was 
a former official of the Erie City 
Iron Works and the Protane Gas 
and was a member of the 
former board of water commis- 
sioners in Erie. 

Mr. Conrath was a graduate of 
Erie East High School, class of 
1924, where he played the posi- 
tion of tackle on the Warrior 
football team for one season un- 
der the direction of Coach Gus 
Anderson, now athletic director 
at Millcreek High School. While 
at Erie East, Mr. Conrath served 
a year as. editor of the school 
publication, the Sunrise. 


Mr. Conrath later attended 
Georgetown University, Washing- 
ton, D. C. and transferred to the 
University of Pittsburgh, where 
he took courses in art and jour- 
nalism. Some of his art works 
were published in _ nationally 
known magazines during his stu- 
dies at Pitt., and he became an 
authority on Air Mail stamps. 

SiLortly after being graduated 
from the University of Pittsburgh, 
Mr. Conrath acquired the Aiblon 
News, a weekly publication, from 
Carl Kuppler, former Erie Coun- 
ty sheriff, on July 1, 1929. The 
Albion News grew in circulation 
under Mr. Conrath’s_ direction, 
changed its typography to that of 
metropolitan papers and became 
the leading weekly publication in 
Northwestern 2ennsylvania. In 
1938, Mr. Conrath erected a mo- 
dern plant for his Albion paper. 

His wife served as society edi- 
tor of the News and was active 
in other editorial capacities on 
the publication. 

Mr. Conrath was also past 
president of the American Air- 
mail Society. The society’s offi- 
cial magazine, the Air Post Jour- 
nal, was edited and printed in the 
Albion News building. 


@tive testing since May 17, 1939, 


when an experimental forerunner 
made its world debut in the New 
York General Post Office. The 
company, now in its third year 
of direct war work and almost 
one hundred per cent converted, 
announced that plans for volume 
production of the new device 
were tabled for the duration 
when the plant went on to two- 
shift war work last September, 

The installation was marked 
by an inaugural ceremony 6 at- 
tended by Federal and Chicaga 
postal officials. Following an un- 
veiling by Postmaster Ernest J. 
Kreutgen, visiting classification 
chief Nelson B. Wentzel, repre- 
senting the Post Office Depart- 
ment at Washington, stepped up 
to the machine, inserted some 
coins, turned a dial, and auto- 
matically mailed the first twe 
letters to President Roosevelt for 
his world famous stamp collec- 
tion. The first went via air mail, 
the second by regular first class 
mail. Other “first day covers” 
were mailed to Postmaster Gen- 
eral Frank C. Walker and postal 
officials in Washington and Chi- 
cago. 

The installation ceremony was 
preceded by an informal lun- 
cheon for postal officials and the 
press at the Palmer House. It 
was tendered by Wilbur R, 
Greenwood and J. Donald Oakes, 
vice president and Chicago 
branch manager respectively of 
the Pitney-Bowes Postage Meter 
Co., which invented the new ma- 
chine and developed it in co- 
operation with the Post Office 
Department. 

Cleveland and Detroit are due 
for “Mailomat” inaugurals in 
their main post offices on the 
22nd and 23rd of April 

To mail a letter in the “Mail- 
omat” you (1) drop coins in des- 
ignated slots, (2) dial the postage 
value you desire, (3) insert your 
letter. The machine, electrically 
driven, does the rest. It auto- 
matically stamps, postmarks, can- 
cels and deposits your letter in a 
built-in U. S. mailbox, ready for 
scheduled collection. It does not 
affix an adhesive postage stamp, 
but prints a colored meter stamp 
of any selected denomination 
directly on the envelope or post- 
card. The instant an envelope is 
inserted and the postage is paid, 
mechanical fingers take it out of 
the mailer’s hand and draw it

THE 2c HUDSON-FULTON 
In 1909 New York held a double celebration to commemorate the 
discovery of the Hudson River in 1609 by Hendrick Hudson in his 
sailing vessel, the “Half Moon,” and the one hundredth anniversary 
of Robert Fulton voyaging up the same river with the first steam- 
boat, his “Clermont.” A two cent stamp was issued for the celebra- 
tion. The background shows 
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Imperforate Defense Stamps 

Harry O. Storm, Postmaster of 
Clay City, Indiana has found what 
is the nearest thing to being a 
pair imperforate between that we 
have ever seen. The pair in ques- 
tion is of the 3c Defense stamp 
issue and is a vertical pair imper- 
forate between except for two 
perforation holes. 

This brings up the question as 
to how a stamp of this nature 
should be classified for it cer- 
tainly is not perforated between, 
yet not wholly imperf. because 
of the two holes. 

The stamps have the vertical 
perforation along the right side of 
the pair, then the next perfora- 
tion hole to the left is cut out 
entirely. Beyond this single hole 
the next two holes are not punch- 
ed and then there is another 
punched hole and to the left of 
this second hole, no more perfora- 
tion holes are pinched out. Thus 
where there should be eleven or 
twelve perforations holes _ be- 
tween a pair of stamps there are 
but two holes punched, Certainly 
a variety meriting attention and 
as near to being imperforate be- 
tween as anything we have ever 


seen. 
Since writing the above, Mr. 
Storm has sent two blocks of 


eight stamps showing the miss- 
ing perforations. These are ver- 
tical blocks of eight, two wide by 
four’ stamps deep from the lower 
left corner of the lower left pane 
of plate number 22787. The miss- 
ing perfs are between the verti- 
cal pair at the top left side of 
the block of eight. Mr. Storm 
says the variety occurred in every 
sheet of 100 in a regular Post 
Office pack of 100 sheets. 

This need not mean that all 
sheets will show this variety as 
the perforating machine may 
have broken down in the process 
of perforating and may have 
been later repaired. 

Watch for the same position on 
other plates. 

In the letter submitting this 
variety Mr. Storm refers to Cap- 
tain Townsends irip through Tex- 
as and his report on the lack of 
Famous American stamps in Tex- 
as- He states that his postoffice 
at Clay City still has several of 
all denominations except the 1c 
values,

The 2c—Steamer Clermont, 


was issued on September 14, 1909, 
perforated 12 and watermarked 
double lined USPS. It is recorded 
in carmine, with bright and deep 
shades, with very scarce double 
transfers and a double impres- 
sion, although the latter is not 
recognized by King and Johl in 
their book. 172,634,931 stamps 
were issued, from plates 5388, 
5389, 5390, 5391, 5392, 5393, 5394 
and 5395. 

This stamp was also issued in 
imperforate sheets and is to be 
found with the Mail-O-Meter, 
Schermack, and U. S. Vending 
Machine Co., perforations. It ap- 
peared on September 24, 1909, 
and as all the plates used for the 
perforated stamps were again 
used for this one, the same dou- 
ble transfers appear. 


U.S. Stamps To Play Part 
In Pan-Amer. Solidarity 
Thru Educational Exhibits 





An initial step has been taken 
in elaborating the original phila- 
telic plan of the United States 
Office of Education. Up to this 
time its philatelic efforts have 
been pointed toward placing ex- 
hibitions of Latin American 
stamps in the schools of _ this 
country, by virtue of 150 circu- 
lating exhibits. 

The second stamp in the gen- 

eral plan has now been launched 
in two test displays of U. S. 
stamps to be placed in the schools 
of Cuba and Mexico. Each of 
these displays consists of 10 
sheets, embellished with appro- 
priate comments in the Spanish 
language, covering such topics as 
U. S. Presidents, National Parks, 
National Expansion, Science, Au- 
thors and Poets, Air Mail and 
like cultured topics. 
Should these U. S. stamp dis- 
plays prove as popular as is an- 
ticipated, it is expected that sim- 
ilar showing may be prepared for 
the other Latin countries. As in 
the case of the philatelic sheets 
now circulating in the schools of 
this country, those being intro- 
duced in the Latin countries were 
prepared under the _ supervision 
of the Pan American Union. The 
first set of these special stamp 
displays for Latin American 
showings was on exhibition at 
the 8th Pan American Child Wel- 
fare Congress held in Washing- 
ton, May 2-9, 1942,

into the machine proper, with 
magnet-like effect. 

As much as $1.00 in pennies, 
nickels, dimes or quarters may be 
deposited at a time. The amount 
of the mailer’s deposit, is always 
visible to him through a_ glass 
window, and one or more letters 
can be mechanically stamped 
and mailed just as fast as the 
mailer can insert trem in a guid- 
ed slot or track—at about 60-70 
letters a minute. Called a “self- 
service post office,” the machine 
has a dialing knob that permits 
the selection of any stamp de- 
nomination from le to 32c for 
letters of various kinds, sizes and 
weights—including air mail, spec- 
ial delivery and foreign mail. 

The “Mailomat” . has, obvious 
advantages over the stamp vend- 
ing and dispensing machines of 
the drug store type. It is impos- 
sible for this machine, incorpora- 
ting a postage meter, to “run out” 
of any one denomination of post- 
age. Theze is no need to provide 
for re-loading coils or reels of 
stamps, because no stamps, as 
such, are used; and any denom- 
ination is available at the twist 
of a dial. Also, there is no pre- 
mium charged for postage. Full 
postage value is given for all 
coins, since the machine is pri- 
marily designed as an auxiliary 
postal service unit. And there is 
an added sanitary advantage in 
that the “Mailomat”’, with its 
mechanically imprinted meter 
stamps, abolishes the century-old 
practice of licking stamps with 
the tongue. 

The machine is equipped with 
regulation post office time cards 
similar to those on corner mail- 
boxes showing hourly schedule 
of mail collections. 

Both post office and public are 
protected against fraud by means 
of an automatic coin detector that 
bounces back everything from 
badly worn coins to slugs and 
counterfeits. There is basic pro- 
tection, too; in the fact that the 
machine sells or dispenses noth- 
ing that the mailer can take away 
from it. Company engineers go 
further and suggest that, aside 
from mechanical coin detection, 
no cheat or crook would risk 
safe transit of his letters, not to 
mention a Federal postal viola- 
tion, for the sake of a few cents 
in postage. 

The ‘“Mailomat” is a_ direct 
outgrowth and a public-use ver- 
sion of the government-licensed 
mailing machine called the pos- 
tage meter, many thousands of 
which are found in banks and 
business houses throughout the 
world. Last year, postage collect- 
ed through meters amounted to 
$153,000,000 of U. S. postal reve- 
nue—or 22c out of every dollar 
spent for postage. 

The new coin-operated ma- 
chine is a development of Pitney- 
Bowes Postage Meter Co. of Stan- 
Bowes Postage Meter Co. of 
Stamford, Conn., which invented 
the postage meter and the me- 
tered mail system which was 
sanctioned by Congress in 1920 
and instituted in the administra- 
tion of Postmaster General Bur- 
leson of the Wilson cabinet. 

The *“Mailomat,” operating un- 
der the metered mail system, 
eliminates the need for the ‘“‘fac- 
ing,” postmarking and canceling 
of mail in the outgoing or dis- 
patching post office. This means 
quicker post office handling, of- 
ten swifter dispatch and delivery, 
particularly at peak mailing per- 
iods at the close of the day when 
important mail trains and planes 
are leaving. 

Postal officials consider the 
public service possibilities of the 
new machine both wide and im- 
portant. By combining a coin- 
operated postage meter with a U. 
S. mailbox, the device automati- 
cally makes one operation of the 
purchasing of postage and mail- 
ing of letters. It serves day and 
night as a miniature post office, 
selling postage of all common 
rates, and mechanically stamp- 
ing, postmarking, dating and de- 
positing letters for scheduled 
collection by postal workers. 

The manufacturers state that 
machines of this type are intend- 
ed primarily as auxiliary postal 
service units to provide the pub- 


lic with stamp and mailing fa-

The official launching of the 
Jack Knight Air Mail Society 
took place in Brookfield, Illinois, 
on April 18th when the American 
Air Mail Society presented the 
new group with a. charter as 
Chapter 23. 

A celebration program which 
had a number of novel innova- 
tions brought hundreds of non 
collectors in contact with these 
philatelists. They included a 
$100,000 Monte Carlo Auction

cilities at times and places where 
they are not now available. 

“When the war is over”, said 
one company official, ‘“we hope 
that they will be installed 
throughout the Postal Service;

The company’s vice president, 
Wilbur Greenwood, speaking at 
yesterday’s luncheon, answered 
queries as to the status of the 
new development in the face of 
wartime metal shortages. Said 
he, “These first few machines 
were all built before Pearl Har- 
bor, and volume production was 
postponed months before. There 
will be no further manufacturing 
until the war is won”, 

He explained that they are 
hand-made models that will be 
installed in key cities as ‘‘public 
educational units and as_ final 
testing models, so that when the 
war is won, we will be ready and 
able to go at once into volume 
production with a proved new 
public-service development to 
help take up the post-war slack 
in industrial production and em- 
ployment, and thus to help win 
the peace on the economic front.” 

He concluded by reporting that 
the Pitney-Bowes company, larg- 
est manufacturer of postal ma- 
chinery in the world, is now in 
its third year of direct war work, 
is almost wholly converted to the 
making of precision products for 
the armed forces, and will be one 
hundred per cent so converted 
very shortly.

It is so customary when a large 
auction sale is held to the the

On April 14th, the Civil Aero- 
nautics Board awarded a_ tem- 
porary Certificate of Convenience 
and Necessity. to American Air- 
lines, Inc., for a new foreign air- 
mail route between Mexico and 
the United States. This route, 
which will probably be called 
FAM-23, will be from Mexico 
City, Mex., via Monterey, Mex., 
to (a) Fort Worth-Dallas, Tex., 
and (b) El Paso, Tex. and shall 
only be in operation until such 
time as the National War efforts 
no longer require it. 

As yet there has been no men- 
tion of first flight covers, postage 
rates, frequency of schedules, etc. 
As soon as that information is 
released, it will be published in 
this column. Due to the impor- 
tance of war work, philatelists 
should not write needlessly to the 
Post Office Department for infor- 
mation regarding this or other 
flights. Such information will be 
published in this column as soon 
as it is released.

U.5. Army Censor Mark 
On Australian Letter 
Is Interesting To Study 


All the way from Australia 
comes a letter with a change of 
address for one of the subscrib- 
ers to Linn’s Weekly Stamp News 
and the correspondent fails to 
give his last previous address so 
that we are unable to trace same 
and make the change correctly. 
The interesting thing however is 
the U. S. Army Censor markings 
on the cover. These marks are 
large double lined circles, about 
2 inches in diameter, with words 
“U. S. ARMY” at top and “CEN- 
SORED” at bottom. Surrounding 
the central part of the handstamp 
is another single line circle and 
in a shield shaped box is the 
censors number. In this instance 
the cover is censored by two 
different censors as two  hand- 
stamps are applied one bearing 
the number “1” and the other 
13", Below the shield’ with 
number is a small oblong single 
line frame in which the censor 
applies his initials. Number 13 
signed “J. M.”’ in ink while num- 
ber 1, just slashed a letter ‘“T’’ 
carelessly over the box with a 
pencil. Both these markings are 
on the front of the cover and the 
one with number 13 is also 
stamped on the back of the cover. 

The cover is without the re- 
quired word “FREE” in upper 
right corner but has a gummed

The Republic of Bolivia is one of two inland 
the South American continent, and this fact has played 
in the drama of her struggle toward an important 


nations, Bolivia lies in the very 


rt af South America, between the Equator and the Tropic of 


icy 


®©Capricorn. To the north and east 


is Brazil, and to the southeast, 
Paraguay; to the south is Argen- 
tina and to the west, Chile and 
Peru. Between Bolivia and the 
Atlantic are vast forested plains, 
and toward the Pacific, forbid- 
ding mountain barriers. Her do- 
main embraces 416,000 square 
miles; her population about 3.- 
500,000 persons. 

Before the Spanish conquests 
Bolivia was a part of the ancient 
Inca empire, a mountain fastness 
peopled by Indian tribes. Their 
subjugation was of a piece with 
Francisco Pizarro’s conquest of 
Peru. Spurred by rumors of vast 
stores of gold in the mountains, 
repeated expeditions were made, 
notably by a companion of Pizar- 
ro, and by two of his brothers, 
Hermando and Gonzalo Pizarro. 

By direction of Pizarro the no- 
torious ‘“‘encomienda”’ system, 
was introduced. For upwards of 
three centuries the native Bolivi- 
ans were forced to live under 
resident governors who did much 
as they pleased with the more 
humane decrees of the Spanish 
Crown. : 

At last a spirit of revolt, draw- 
jing its inspiration from the Amer- 
ican colonies and the French re- 
volutions, burst into flame. The 
Spanish governor was imprisoned 


and independence proclaimed. 
But the early revolutionists were 
soon captured and for fifteen 


years there was a dark and un- 
certain period of guerilla warfare. 

Finally, in 1821, the tide turned 
for the revolutionists when news 
came of the victories of Bolivar 
and San Martin. In 1825 the 
Spanish authorities fled La Paz 
and the next year the new State 
adopted a constitution. It was 
drawn by Bolivar himself, and 
the-born republic became Bolivia. 

The Bolivia of today is a great 
storehouse of natural wealth. 
Though tin, by a wide margin, 
takes first place among mineral 
deposits, Bolivia has to offer also 
supplies of wolfram, antimony, 
silver, zinc, lead, copper, gold and 
bismuth. 

Half of Lake Titicaca is claim- 
ed by Bolivia. Ships that ply its 
waters formerly were built else- 
where, dismantled, shipped, and 
reassembled on the mountain 
lake. At an altitude of 2,500 fee.t, 
Titicaca is the largest South 
American lake, and the highest 
steam-navigable body of water in 
the world. Its facilities are es- 
sential to the economy of this 
Andean land. 

Lacking a seacoast of its own, 
Bolivia nevertheless has access to 
three Pacific ports, and it is pos- 
sible, though impracticable, to 
reach her by a 2,000 mile voyage 
from the Atlantic up the Amazon 
and Madeira rivers. Commerce 
deposited at Mollendo, Peru, 
reaches her markets by rail and 
water, while the Chilean ports of 
Arica and Antofagasta, by rail, 
are open to her exports. On these 
docks in other days it was not 
unusual to see tin, awaiting ship- 
ment to smelting plants in Eng- 
land, lying beside processed tim 
that had travelled from Malayan 
and East Asian mines for use in 
a country that produces one-third 
of the world’s raw metal. 

If, largely because of the rug- 
ged character of the terrain and 
difficulties of transport, Bolivian 
agriculture falls short of meeting 
the country’s needs, there are 
large areas awaiting the farmer. 
To be sure, Bolivia can export 
surpluses of nuts, hides, rubber, 
cinchona bark and coca leaves, 
but there must come in, as yet, 
supplies of foodstuffs, especially 
of livestock, wheat and sugar, as 
well as machinery, tools, farm 
implements, autornobiles and 
trucks, petroleum and its pro- 
ducts.

Freak Perforation Used 
On New Mexican Stamps 
Baffles Counterfeiters 





From the copies of the new 
Mexican Astrophysical Stamps 
received for registry in the Pan 
American Philatelic Deposiotry 
maintained by the Pan American 
Union at Washington, a purely 


technical aspect of unusual in- 
terest has been noted. John 
Smith, Superintendent of the 


Bureau of Engraving and Print- 
ing, corroborated that the type 
perforating used in this issue had 
never before been noted. With 12 
holes to the usual 2mm. guage, 
two different alternating sizes of 
holes have been employed. Gov- 
ernment stamp experts, having no 
direct knowledge as to why re- 
sort was taken to this novel type 
of perforating, stated that it ap- 
peared to offer no advantage in 
separating stamps, but ventured 
the guess that the objective to be 
attained might have been that of 
increasing the difficulties of 
counterfeiting. Obviously it would 
be a far more nonerous and deli- 
cate task to reproduce a double 
perforation than one of a series 
of holes of equal size. 

Aside from the intensely inter- 
esting subject matter depicted, 
this new issue presents a distinct 
novelty in philatelic fields that 
collectors will no doubt desire to 
add to their collections.

New Zealand Tree Stamp 
Termed Most Interesting 


» By Leslie A. Barnes 

In the special series of stamps 
issued recently to commemorate 
the centennial of New Zealand, 
the most interesting value is the 
one shilling stamp. “The design 
chosen depicts “Tane Mahuta,” 
Got of the Forest, one of the most 
perfect specimens of the great 
Waipoua forest reserve. 

This tree is 42 feet in circum- 
ferenee at the base and rises with 
little taper to a sheer 80 feet be- 
low the first branch. Its size is 
difficult to understand when 
shown in stamp size, the trunk is 
approximately 14 feet in diame- 
ter at the base. : 

By old-time native Maori these 
trees were regarded as_ sacred 
and were approached with reven- 
ance and awe. When entering the 
forest on hunting trips it was the 
custom to place an offering at 
the foot of the first big tree to 
favor the gnds and thus ensure 
good hunting. These “Tane Ma- 
huta”’ trees are considered by ex- 
perts to have been in existence 
at the time of the Roman con- 
quest of Britain.

We have 
been informed by the Danish T. 
‘B. authorities that 4,113,000 
seals were sold the first year. 
“Another of the Danish Christ- 
mas stamps bears the portrait of 
Prof. Finsen. of Finsen Rays 
fame....the design of the 1903 
issue for Denmark....”etc. We 
have yet to see any Danish seal 
with Prof. Finsen’s likeness 
thereon and if, as Mr. Ingram 
Says in the first paragraph of 
his Chapter XXI, quoted above, 
that the “forerunner of the now 
ubiquitous Red Cross stamp was 
issued in Denmark at Christmas- 
tede, 1904,” we wonder how he 
arrives at the conclusion that 
one was issued in 1903. The 
date of the first seal in Sweden 
is given as 1905—it was 1906.

bel as a 144. postage stamp on 
September 18 last. 

“Tt happened as follows: His 
Excellency the Governor, on 
September 17, 1914, was pleased 
to grant an application made by 
the local Red Cross Society that 
letters in connection with their 
work should pass through the 
post free of charge within the 
Colony, bearing the Red Cross 
stamp. On the following day 
about 900 envelopes, containing 
Red Cross circulars, were pre- 
sented at the General Post Office 
by the Secretary of the Society 
for distribution to the country 
addresses, and were passed by 
my instructions in the ordinary 
way at 4d. rate as the Society 
was anxious that these circulars 
should be dispatched at once, 
although the sub-offices had not 
then received instructions about 
them; and, in order to avoid 
their being taxed, as they ecer- 
tainly would be in the usual 
course of business, I directed 
that the Society’s label should be 
obliterated by the date stamp of 
the hour and date of posting, and 
I sent out a circular to all the 
officers informing them of what 
had been done, and _ instructing 
them that all letters franked by 
certain members of the Red 
Cross Committee must be passed 
postage free in future and until 
further orders, provided they 
had the Red Cross label affixed, 
but on no account must this 
label be obliterated again. Some 
time afterwards I was informed 
that the labels which had been 
obliterated on September 18, 
1914, were considered by ° phi- 
latelists to constitute a provi- 
sional issue of the %d. stamp, 
and I have since heard that the 
unused Red Cross label is now 
being sold freely to collectors (a 
fact which affords me consider- 


able satisfaction, as the funds 
of the Society will benefit ac- 
cordingly,) and that specimens 


of the obliterated label of Sep- 
tember 18, 1914, are in great de- 
mand, but cannot be easily ob- 
tained.” 

“In December, 1916, a new Red 
Cross label was issued by* the 
local Society in Grenada, again 
in a plain type-set design, but 
having around the Cross the four 
years, *1914—1915—1916—1917,’ 
and being inscribed, at foot, ‘ONE 
FARTHING’. The impression 
was typographed in red and 
roughly perforated, as before, 
but not gummed. In one verti- 
cal pair which we have seen the 
lower label has the year ‘1917’ 
omitted.” 


TRINIDAD RED CROSS 
POSTAGE STAMPS 

“A more legitimate Red Cross 
stamp than that referred to a- 
bove made its appearance on 
October 21, 1915, consisting of 
the current ld. scarlet adhesive 
of Trinidad and Tobago, over- 
printed with a Geneva Cross 
in red (outline in black), and 
and the date, ’21.10.15’ in black. 

“This issue was one of 100,000 
stamps which were on sale at the 
Trinidad post offices on the one 
day—October 21, 1915—only, and 
which it has been believed were 
only intended for use on that par- 
ticular date. Copies have been 
seen, however, postmarked with 
subsequent dates, 

“What proportion of this sur- 
charged example was devoted to 
the Red Cross Funds is not clear, 
but the entire stock was sold out 
in a few hours (mainly to dealers 
of course) and a second printing 
was not practicable.” 


Issue of October 19, 1916 
“A year later—October 19, 1916, 
to be-exact,—a similar Red Cross 
postage stamp was issued, having 
the date (in black) ‘19.10.16.’ 
above the Geneva emblem, which, 











in this case, is in scarlet.”

Kentucky Commem. 

After quite a long dry spell I 
note that we are to have a new 
commemorative stamp. During 
the seige of Commemoratives 
there was quite some _ activity 
among the precancellers in the 
commemorative line. Along to- 
wards the last they just couldn’t 
seem to take it. The Famous 
Americans did not get near the 
play that earlier series had com- 
manded. The last of the 3c large 
commems had few followers and 
the couple dealers who traded 
exclusively in current commem- 
oratives had given up by this 
time. Now that there has been 
a breathing spell of over a year 
since the last commem I would 
not be surprised if some few of 
these stamps happened to be 
precancelled. 


Louisville Coil. 

Howard Schaefer, secretary of 
the Central Ohio Precancel club 
shows me a unique pair of: city 
type coils from Louisville. On 
the 1c 1916 coils in U-97 type 
with end tape still attached. A- 
bout as much of the tab is left 
as two stamps would take up. 
These are precancelled and one 
impression on the first stamp, 
half of that stamp and the next 
stamp which would be the next 
to last stamp in the coil do not 
have any imprint on them at all. 
The question is how did it hap- 
pen. If it had been the other way 


‘around it would have been eas- 


ier to explain. My only explana- 
tion is that the stamp that did 
not receive the imprint mus 
have been folded under in such 
a manner that it was pulled thru 
the coil machine under another 
stamp. Too bad there was not 
more to the strip to tell the en- 
tire story as I feel other stamps 
must have been involved to make 
this piece as it is. Not valuable 
but extremely interesting. 


A Tip 

No matter in how big a hurry 
you are at a stamp meet or the 
like TAKE TIME TO REMOVE 
THE HINGES from the stamps 
you are acquiring.

went back and told Miss Bissell 
we wanted 6,000 of the seals she 
almost fainted, as that was as 
many as she had printed; I told 
her to get them and she did and 
we went to work. He told of the 
story of standing in the office on 
the day of the opening day sale 
and seeing the ragged newsboy 
walk up to the counter and lay 
down his money “Gimme one, 
me sister’s got it.” He gave his 
personal assurance that the story 
was correct in every detail, and 
commented on. how he would like 
to have the name of. that news- 
boy if he was now living, and 
wondered what became of that 
first sheet of seals he took up- 
stairs. Miss Bissell got $6,000 for 
her stamps instead of the $300 
she hoped to raise. He told later 
of yisiting the National Red 
Cross committee in Washington 
with Miss Bissell and the cool re- 
ception he got when he wanted 
the Red Cross to make the seal 
sale a yearly feature, and how 
a chance remark at a dinner la- 
ter, led to -its adoption, and the 
North America went to work in 
earnest on the 1908 seal and 
made it national. His paper car- 
ried an entire border in red of 
the 1908 seal and a large one in 
the center of the page, the first 
example of red color printing in 
an Ameriean paper. That seal 
brought $135,000. Incidentally the 
first information on the seal sale 
for 1941 was released, it will be 
over seven and a half million 
dollars a new all time high. 





Unique War Covers Are 
Coming Home To Roost 





Away back before Pearl Har- 
bor, copies of Linn’s Weekly 
Stamp News were mailed every 
week in individual wrappers to 
subscribers in the Philippines. 
Within the past week several of 
these copies of the issue of No- 
vember ist, evidently the first 
to be turned back as a result of 
the Bombing at Pearl Harbor and 
Manila, have been coming back 
to our office, each handstamped 
with a large rubber stamp in two 
lines, “Return to Sender—Ser- 
vice Suspended.” 

These wrappers are mute evi- 
dence of the attack on Manilla, 
the gallant defense of MacArthur 
on Bataan and the final fall of 
Corregidor, but time will come 
when Linn’s will again cross the 
Pacific to its host of friends in 
the Philippines.

Bahrain Background 
Proves Useful When 
Geography Is Needed 





This is the country that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt selected when he 
wanted to give some of the Wash- 
ington News Reporters a bit of a 
Georgraphy lesson and at the 
same time show them what stamp 
ing its devotees informed on the 
collecting did in the way of keep- 
world and its affairs. 

Curiously enough this little 
demonstration left Eleanor out in 
the cold too as she was as ignor- 
ant of Bahrain as were the news- 
boys. 

Two interesting bits of “Back- 
ground” are in the March 7th and 
March 14th issue of Stamp Col- 
lecting of London and from the 
former we quote the following: 

“The death of Sir Hamad Bin 
Isa Al Khalifad, Shiek of Bharain, 
circulating in tha tsun-drenched 
is unlikely to affect the stamps 
and prosperous protectorate of 
the Persian Gulf. Ever since an 
Indian postal agency was opened 
gat Moharek. on the island of the 
same name, on August Ist, 1884, 
British Indian stamps have served 
its needs. Until 1933 these were 
undistinguished, save by the local 
postmark, but with the develop- 
ment of the vast oil wells corres- 
pondence increased and thereafter 
the name “BAHRAIN” has ben 
overprinted on the postal adhe- 
sives supplied for use there. Be- 
fore the war the greater number 
of Bahrain stamps came to Lon- 
don in the mail of the Anglo- 
Persian Oil Company.” 

Then in the March 14th issue 
we find a letter from Bryan E. 
Johnson which is also quoted in 
full because of the several inter- 
esting points which it contains. 

“I would lke to correct some 
points on the “Commentary” re- 
garding “Bahrain” and also add 
a few notes. 

The writer mentions that the 
greater number of Bahrain stamps 
reach London from the Anglo 
Persian Ol Co., but this company 
does not operate in Bahrain. The 
largest mail arrives in England 
from the Bahrain Petroleum Co., 
subsidiary company of the Stand- 
ard Oil Company of California. 

At the time of my leaving Bah- 
rain in 1939 there was no postal 
agency or office on Muharraq, al- 
though no doubt it was originally 
established there. The chief post 
office and only public one is at 
Manama on the island of Manama 
(this island is known locally as 
Bahrein,) No mail is delivered in 
Bahrein; tradesmen and residents 
collect their own mail from the 
postoffice or send an Arab for it. 

There is another postoffice sit- 
uate at Awali, 14 miles from Ma- 
nama. This is for employees of 
the oil company, and mail is col- 
lected and dispatched daily in 
Manama. Prior to the war mail 

‘took only 2% days to England. 

It is interesting to note that 
Bahrain has produced stamps of 
its own for fiscal purposes, driv- 
ing licenses, etc., and these are 
large pictorial stamps, consisting 
of high values only: Rs. 5, 10, 25 
and 50. 

While on the subject of Bahrain 
stamps I would like to mention 
a variety that occurs on the cur- 
rent half anna stamp. It is a short 
“I” in “RAIN”, and is consistent 
on every sheet, being first stamp 
in top ieft-hand corner. Although 
I have studied the stamps of Bah- 
rain very thoroughly this is the 
only flaw that I can find, and 
may be worthy of catalogue status 
in the future.”
